| assume you know that Snelling mentions the subject in 1769 on page 40; Ruding in Vol.2, p.80 of 
the third edition; and Chalmers in 1893 on p.19 The Phillip Mossman book recently published by 
ANS mentions the matter on page 138. Of course Crosby mentions it. 

There is a group in North Carolina who are working on the subject and | will put you in touch with 
them if you wish. The important feature of the 
proposal to me is that the size of the coinage is reduced to adjust for the difference in value between 
the money of account (Proclamation Money or Lawful Money) under Queen Anne's Proclamation 
and sterling. The proposed size of the Carolina coinage is very similar to that of the actual Virginia 
1773 copper coinage.

The 
illustrations | published were in the Colonial Newsletter May 1976, p.551. They were for a proposed South 
Carolina silver and copper coinage which was authorized by the State of South Carolina on March 22, 1786. 
Charles Borell was authorized to coin L10,000 sterling of copper coin, half of which were to be pence and half to 
be halfpence according to British standards and L20,000 sterling in silver coin which were to be 3/4 ths in shilling 
pieces and 1/4 th in sixpence pieces of the same weight as English coin but alloyed as in the French Crown. It 
was mentioned in the correspondence between Charles Hinkley Mitchell of Charleston, South Carolina and 
Matthew Boulton of Birmingham, England. | found the design drawings for the obverse and the reverse in the 
Boulton archives in the Birmingham Assay Office and they were not connected with any letters we could then 
locate. | fully realize that this matter was long after the 1755 date of the matters you are speaking about but felt 
you should know. 

There was a Carolina “An Act to Raise the Current Coin of this Province" passed 16 November 1700 for Seville, 
Pillar and Mexican pieces of 8 to pass as legal tender for 6 shillings if they weighed 13 pennyweight, 6s 9d if they 
weighed 15 pennyweight and 7s 6d if they weighed 17 dwt. Lyon dollars were to pass at 6s and the English 
Crown at 7s6d. It also authorized 3 English farthings to pass for one penny Carolina money of account provided 
that no one was obliged to receive more than 9 pence in one payment. For some strange reason there was no 
specific mention of the value of halfpence. There was a provision against importing counterfeits of the above 
coins or any English counterfeit coins so that | presume that was intended to cover halfpence.

The Questionable Coinage of Machin's Mills. 


On page 202 following his lengthy presentation of the Machin's Mills 
agreement, Crosby quotes Simms, in the “History of Scoharie County® 


“Whether the long firm of money makers ever coined coppers enough to 
fill the pockets of all the Green Mountain boys; or whether they found 
the business profitable, is uncertain; but from Mr. Machin's papers, 

fam led to conclude they never effected much. At his mills perhaps 

a thousand pounds of copper was manufactured, as appears by the papers, 
in the year 1789; previous to which little seems to have been done. 


What data is there today to account for the many specimens supposedly 
from the Mills of Thomas Machin?

Where are Bushnell's Numismatic Notes in Manuscript? 


Crosby is relating on page 331 the history of the Nova Constellatio 
coppers and says “ But little is known of the history of these tokens. 
The most that can be learned in relation to them is contained in the 
following extract from Bushnell's Numismatic Notes in manuscript ...." 
This manuscript of Bushnell's is referenced in numerous other places in 
Crosby's text. 


There is a Bushnell Manuscript at ANS, but it does not contain these notes 
on the Early Coins of America. Where is Bushnell's manuscript that 
Crosby used for so much of his source material?

Mr. Borell's coinage plan was mentioned in 1787, ten months after the 
Crosby quotation from the Massachusetts Centinel, in a letter from a 
young South Carolinian, John Hinckley Mitchell (then in London) to the 
Governor. of his State, Thomas Pinckney. This time, Mr. Borell has an 
additional "I" in his name, but still no initials or first name, and his 
plan was for a,"copper coinage" for South Carolina (which never hatched) 
-- rather than for " & 30,000 in silver and copper" per the Centinel. 
This Mitchell letter of August 25, 1787 appears in the rare book ~ 
Mitchell-Boulton Correspondance -- 1787-1792 Relative to Coinages for 
South Carolina and the United States by: Clarence Blair Mitchell (1931), 
a descendant of John Hinckley Mitchell. The letter follows: 


To His Excellency Thomas Pinckney, Esquire, 

Governor and Commander in Chief of the State 

of South Carolina, &c., &c. 
Sir: 

Having been informed that Mr. Borell has declined his 
engagement with our State for supplying them with a 
Copper Coinage, for the Paper Medium, I have taken the 
liberty of addressing your Excellency on the subject, and 
at the same time have enclosed my proposals for furnishing 
the State with £20,000 or a greater sum, if required. I have 
not the least doubt the same confidence will be placed in 
me, as in a foreigner—particularly when my character and 
connections are enquired into—of which my Father-in- 
Law, Mr. Abercromby, as well as many gentlemen of the 
Honorable House of Assembly can fully testify. 

Your Excellency will please to observe that I can with 
confidence assure you of my fulfilling every engagement I 
may have the honour of making with the State, and will 
give any security which may be required for that purpose. 

As perhaps it may prove more agreeable that my offers 
should he accompanied with a specimen of my intentions,

While he awaited replies in England, events 
were taking place across the Atlantic at Philadelphia which were to render 
Mitchell's efforts useless so far as the State of South Carolina was concerned. 
The new Constitution had been perfected, and among the several attributes of 
sovereignty which it took from the several States was that of regulating coinage.

The 1790 windup of the Mitchell-Boulton episode for a U.S. Coinage is much 
better told in Volume 16 of The Papeis of Thomas Jefferson, Dr. Julian P. Boyd, 
Editor, (1961), in the fifteen page story “Report on the Copper Coinage." In 
the latter pages of this reference, a letter is included which perhaps was 
intentionally omitted from the Mitchell-Boulton Correspondance. This is 
Mitchell's letter of March 22, 1790 to Tudor Tucker, Congressman from South 
Carolina, in which Mitchell edited out certain items in the proposal submitted 


by Boulton on November 25, 1789 and inadvertently edited out lis own commission.

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The DESIGNS for the UNKNOWN COINAGE of CAROLINA (RF-45B) 


In the original question regarding RF-45, The Unknown Coinage for 

Carolina (CNL, p.399) we listed S.S. Crosby's statement as it appeared on 

page 144 of his book "The Early Coins of America, & etc.". Then ina 
subsequent issue (CNL, p.419) we presented the remarks of 

Mr. Raymond Williamson relative to the participation of John Hinckley Mitchell 
in a followup attempt to produce the Carolina coinage. 


Now we have received from Mr. Eric P. Newman of St. Louis, Missouri, two 
designs that were found in the Birmingham Assay Office, Birmingham, England, 
among the Matthew Boulton correspondance. These sketches were found loose 
and it is uncertain which specific letters they may have accompanied. Each of 
the original sketches is about seven inches in diameter and has been 
photographically reduced for the illustrations. 
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There can be little doubt that these designs were intended for the Carolina 
coinage! In his 25 August 1787 letter (CNL, p.419) John Hinckley Mitchell 
stated "... | had intended to have transmitted to your Excell'y a few half pence 
struck on purpose - with the arms of the State of South Carolina - as a more 
proper specimen of my intentions, and had taken measures for that purpose, but 
had not had time to execute them before the vessel sailed which conveys this to 
your Excell'y. ..."
